Baltimore, Deo, 17.—Dr. John S. Ful- 


ton, woratary of the atito obarrt nf hoalth, 
has juat completed an^lDveatlgatlon of tbe 
diphtheria epidemic at Powoilsvllle, Wl- 
cotnleo oounty, nnd has traced tho origin 
to an undertaker. Ho roporta that bo 
first learned Hint the death of n child from 
tho ilincaso occurred last October, and 
that a public funeral, which is In direct 
violation of the law, was held from tho 
Mothodlut church at that plurai. 
Tbo un- 


dertaker,at tlio request of n woman,opened 
the cofllu, and tho remains wore exposed 
to tho view of the congregation. S.imo 
cotton hud boon plncud uronud the neck 
of tho d.'iul child, to protect tho clothing 
from being soiled by discharges from tho 
mouth. The undertaker took Homo of the 
cotton, wiped the face with It, nnd tossed 
It iiwny. 
Then tho people filed up and 


viewed tho remuliiH. This wus the sturt 
of tho 


"Tho heaviest penalty of this criming- 


ly ignorant proceeding fell upon the un- 
dertaker wlifiHO entire family, consisting 
of himself, wife nnd eight children, wero 
ill 111 with diphtheria. Four of tho chil- 
dren died."

POISONS IN EVERY FOOD. 


In Quality. Bit Vlrul.at II 


One of the curioua and little-known 


tacts brought to light by recent in- 
veUiRatlotm is thnt In utmost every kind 
of food Home Eumll umount of poison Is 
to be found. Often the quantity is so 
small that chemical analysis does not 
reveal it, mid it in only discovered by 
curtain effects upon the humnn system 
under certain conditions. 
Small as 


tliene qunntiticB of poison are, however, 
i« comparison with the other constitu- 
ents of any one food, they do exist, nnd 
ure poiuoiui of a deadly sort. Concen- 
trated, the amount of poison that is 
tal.cn into the system during un average 
lifetime would be sufficient to kill an 
unuy Irmtantiy. Yet the extremely 
minute fragments absorbed during each 
meal not only do not harm, but seem al- 
most health-giving. At least, it is cer- 
tain that nmny of the most dangerous 
and destructive substances known exist 
in tangible quantities in some of the 
most valued foods. 


Foods that contain the worst poisons 


in these tiny quantities may be eaten 
constantly without tiny unfortunate re- 
Kiilts. There is no more popular and 
widely used food than the potato. In 
Ireland, in certain districts, little else 
is eaten, nnd the peasants thrive won- 
derfully on thi.-in. Vet the potato be- 
longs to the same botanical class as the 
deadly nightshade, and h:is in it the 
same poisonous element. 


Manj other \pgetablea bnve the snme 


mi ions quality. In nearly every vege- 
table unit fruit that grows above the 
ground, except the cubbngc class, what 
aro Known iia vegetable acids exist. 
There is a diffarpnt one in each vegeta- 
ble tinil variety of fruit, and all are 
deadly poisons. Nevertheless, it would 
ho impossible to get a sull'icU-nt quan- 
tity into the stomaeh at a. single meal to 
do even the slightest injury, and the 
gastric juice absorbs and renders harm- 
less these poisoiih unfailingly. 


T;tpioca is another food substanee 


tluit contains poison. This has long 
been known. The fact wn.s again called 
to the attention of scientists by Henry 
M. Stanley, who carried in his kit on one 
of liis journeys in the "Dark Continent" 
a large quantity of tapioca, and had 
the opportunity to detect the danger 
in its use when not properly prepared. 
I'mler pro[»er conditions tapiocj is not 
harmful, but poison i.s present In it in 
such a large quantity that many pre- 
cautions should be taken. 


Kven beer has its portion of poison, 


a substance Kncmn iw picro-toxin. 
Lemon juice contains a. virulent and 
(.lanperouK element- citric uc.iil--aiHl in 
many of the lemon dr.ips HIM! bottles of 
lemon juice commercially prc|.,ircd this 
substance is made up in the l.iboiatorv 
uiui mixed with a disie^'iifd of tlu'ixuv 
nail' ic does it. The imtuml juice of the 
lemon is not in the least poi.umouK, c\cn 
taken m largu (|iiinititie.s, but lemon 
juice chemically made, as it frequently 
is for the trade, needs to be looked 
w.irily at.

WONDERFUL NEW LIGHT. 


The l''r*iu!ti 
Ailmlrttltr Attach™ ttreat 
Importance to It. 


Quite recently there has been brought 


out by the French na\y a mysterious 
device known as "la ruticrc," or the 
"rat trap light." It is a thing of small 
dimctiwions and is placed on the deck of 
the \esnel. It throws out an electric 
light that can only be disconrrcd cloud 
ahead. 
Jji rutiere ii. constructed as 


follows: A square box has within it lit 
one end a coacu.ie mirror, in front of 
which it* adjusted an are light. The 
light is focused upon a piano-convex 
lens placed midway of the length of the 
liox, so that the rays of light are pro- 
jected through a silvered tube «c a 
bundle of parallel rays. 


Ity the sides of the outer end of the 


silvered tube are placed. 1\vo prisms,one 
of red and the other of green gUiss, 
through which a portion of the light 
prases in divergent raj s. At a distancp. 
at several miles the light of >i raUjre 
appears as a small point, and conse- 
quently difficult of detection to those 
not knowing the quarter in ^vtfirh to 
look for it. Us detection is thus re- 
duced to a. minimum, as it can be seen 
ooly within a. radius of a few feet at 
such distance. 


The use of the red and green rays is 


for the purpose of enabling the vessel 
for whom the signal is intended to 
know in winch direction to steer so a* 
to come within the zone of white light 
should the white ray disappear. By 
menus of this invention night signal* 
cnn be mad« when flashlights and rock- 
ets might be useless or liable to be- 
tray the position of the fleet to the ene- 
my. It can also be used as a guide to a 
squadron in line, with nl) other light* 
out. In dangeroun latitudes, as it cannot 
be seen cither to the right or left, but 
only dead ahead or dead astern. The

CONVICTS CAN DOFF STRIPES. 


Mo Who Behave Properly Will He Al- 


lowf.l to I>reu In Btulnent U.rb. 


The most original experiment, in pris- 


on reform which has yet been tried has 
recentIv bec-n put into effect at Ohio's 
penitentiary at Columbus. 
A strik- 


ing, almost startling change in the eon- 
rpiitionnl prison stripes of the convict 
has b-v-n made. 
This, the first an- 


nouncement of thisstortlingdeparture, 
will doubtless excite wide attention nnd 
comment. 


It in, in brief, regulating the clothing 


of the convict by his conduct. Trider 
the system now in vogue in all prisons 
every c'invict wears the same uniform. 
The prisoner whose instincts are vile, 
whose ideas are thoroughly steeped in 
crime, is the same, in the appearance 
that, clothing gives, as the man whose 
instincts arc of high grade, but who, 
through weakness, hoe violated the 
laws. 


Penologisto have long held that the in- 


telligent convict could Ire more thor- 
oughly reformed by mental proceis.es, 
or methods akin thereto, than by the 
physical penalties that prison rules have 
caused all offenders to suffer. This i« 
exactly the ide» from which Warden 1!. 
0. CoIIin, of the Ohio penitentiary, con- 
ceived his plan of helping the prisoners 
to reform by grading their clothing. 
There ape to be three grades, one hard- 
ly different from the ordinary suit of 
the. civilinn, while tho other two bear 
in a greater degree the mark of the 
prison. 


The first grade of clothing is of plain 


gray cloth,with nothing to indicate that 
it is anything else, than a. citizen's suit. 
The second grade will consist of gray 
nnd white checkered goods, and the 
third grade will be that of the present 
regular stripes, ns now worn by all. 


A prisoner upon entering the prison 


will bo placed in the second grade, and 
after the expiration of six monfhs, w it h- 
out being reportx-d for any infraction of 
the rules, will be entitled to be placed 
in tin- fir.st grade. Every prisoner in 
the Ohio penitentiary who is not nc- 
portcd for the violation of a prison 
rule until January 1 will be permitted 
to wenr the first grade uniform a.s soon 
ns it is possible to proctire it. The pris- 
oner \vlio during ttu* time mentioned is 
re|x>rtod for one infraction of the rules 
will be eligible for the first gr.ide in 
tm da.v.s thereafter. The prisoner who 
has two reports agaius-t him .Jnminry 1 
will not be eligible for the first grade, 
for 21) days. If a prisoner has three or 
more rc'port« ngninst him he will not 
be placed in the first, grade until three 
continuous months hiu e passed wit hont 
an unfavorable report rcgiirdinghim.

PATRIOTISM AND THE FLAG. 


Dangn That th» nmg Hay 


Merely • FitUb. 


Much has bees said within recent 


yean about the teaching ot patriot- 
kin In the public schooln of the United 
States. To the end that it might be 
encouraged, many of the «ebools have 
been provided with flags, and in a con- 
siderable number formal exercisen take 
place from time to time, when the flag 
ii paraded, nnluted and the pupils pledge 
allegiance to it. The sight is always im- 
pressive and gratifying1. 


Yet it may properly be asked whether 


there is not some danger lest the en- 
thusin/im thus aroused expend itself 
upon the sign rather than upon the 
thing Hpnitled; that ia to say, whether 
our patriotic «nd«avor» may not, unless 
wisely directed, produce u sentimental 
attachment to an emblem instead' of 
creating a typo of civic life whereby the 
emblem in genuinely, plorifUtl. It is of 
the highest importance that our chil- 
dren and youth should be taught that 
the nation expects them to devote prop- 
erty and life, if newd be, to her defense, 
and that they must regard the integrity 
of the state as their peculiar care. But 
the po*p'l>)p danger which lurks in 
teaching patriotism primarily by means 
of thin beautiful symbol is that it en- 
courages the pupil to look for nn inter- 
national rather than a domestic field 
vhcreln to display his devotion. When 
n Spanish mob, incensed by what it 
considers bitter provocation, tears the 
:tnrs aii<l stripes in plows, or an Irish 
poet Kings of "bustard freedom" and a 
''fustian flag," he is duly roused. The 
flag Koemtt to hirn to have been immedi- 
ate!}" and grossly insulted, and he re- 
sents tlw insiiilt; but so long as itwaves 
undisturbed by iiny hostile hand or 
mocking word he is tempted to feel 
that it is safe, even though corruption, 
preed and partisanxliip bear sway under 
Its very sliatlow. Fie is so convinced 
that where the sign is delAivratcIy dis- 
honored the thing signified must be 
insulted an to take for granted the 
wholly different proposition 
Iliat so 


long as the flag Is outwardly respected 
the state must be secure. 


Under scarce any form of govern- 


ment can this fallacy produce more la- 
mentable results than in a great re- 
public. 
It was long wince, wisely ol>- 


ficrvod that "the danger to « Mnall re- 
public coiner from without; to a great 
republic It comes from within."

There is a distinct tendency in 
M>tne quaiters t"O-day to treat every- 
thing as ijlorious which the flag can be 
made to cover and to denounce as un- 
pntrintie all critical inquiry into the 
real ethical eondit.ions of national life. 
The mass of Americans have yet to 
realise ;hat patriotism is less1 an Im- 
pulse limn ii duty, ami that the iriun who 
niaKes moft searching inquitiitirtit into 
the failings and prmsible iniquities, that 
mar our public l;fc, plf nding for simple, 
unambiguous public speech and the 
sternest and most uncompromising in- 
tegrity in public net, may prove to be a 
truer patriot than he whose love of 
counti'ty never goe.s beyond the ting, 
which he bespatter!! with tawdry ad- 
jectives nnd degrades by meaningleflsly 
flaunting it in the face of sister nations. 
—Century.
